MEXICO’S NEW TARIFF. 


Large Reductions Made in the Duties on 
Many Articles. 
St. Louis, Sept. 8.—[By the Associ- 


of Mexico gives a summary of the new 
Mexican tariff, which has made its ap- 
pearance in the Diario (official.) 

The free list retains coal, coke, wood 
pulp, lumber, railway telegraph, tele- 
phone, and electric-light supplies, 
barbed wire, iron pipe, sheetiron, Port- 
land cement, non-explosives for mill 
boilers and engines, wheels, cables, 
ores, cordage, agricultural implements 
and a number of,other articles. 

Precious stones, formerly free, are 
taxed from $3 to 85 per carat.

They Keep the State Department

' Some Famous Fans.

The German fan exhibition at Carls- 
ruhe, the capitel of Baden, is an excep- 
tionally rich one, csnsisting of 8484 
objects, and for the historian of art, the 
art critic and especially for ladies is of 
the Sreatest interest. In order to give 
variety to the exhibition, other arti- 
cles have been accepted, such as 
snuff boxes, ornaments, walking 
sticks, and antiquities of many kinds. 
Among otherthings is the frame of a 
parasol of lapis lozuli. a present from 
the late Emperor Williamto his daugh- 
ter, the Grand Duchess. The Grand 
Duke of Baden sent in arich collection 
of snuff boxes, sticks, seals, carved 
ivory, etc.; the Princess William of 
Baden and Prince Louis Ferdinand of 
Bavaria, a number of fans dating from 
the last century, and others of the 
time of Louis XIV; the heredi- 
tary Crown Princess of - Weimar, 
twenty-two antique fans. A _ court 
lady of Munich exhibits a collection of 
fans painted with scenes from nearly all 
Wagner's operas. There are several 
specimens of the so-called autograph 
fan. The Baroness Frederichsy pos- 
sesses a fan on which are the signatures 
of all the diplomatists who attended tbe 
Berlin congress, and Countess Oriola has 
one of the same kind with the signatures 
of the royal family ahd the Berlin court, 
including those of Prince von Bismarck 
and Count Moltke.

Horrible Fate of a Younz Frenchman 
Near Shorbs’ Station. 

- At 8 o'clock last night Coroner Wel- 
don held an inquest in the undertaking 
rooms of Garrett & Sampson on North 
Main street on the remains of a French- 
man named Honore Borell, who was 
run over at a point on the Southern Pa- 
cific road near Shorb’s station early 
yesterday morning.

THE COURTS. 


A Heavy Day’s Business in De- 
- partment One. 


—The Judge’s Charge. 


Receiyed for filing. 


Judge Van Dyke's Decision in the Case of 
‘Weyse vs. Weyse—Street Assess- 
ment Suit Disposed of—Gen- 
eral Court Notes. 


Labor day having been observed by 
Judge Smithin the light of a dies non 
on account of the gubernational recom- 
mendation, yesterday was an unusually 
busy one in his court, as there was 
practically two days’ business to be dis- 
posedof. The proceedings .commenced 
with the impaneling of a grand jury, 
the following nineteen jurors being 
finally selected to act in that capacity:

Before dismissing the grand jury, 
Judge Smith addressed that body as 
foliows, | 


Gentlemen: The law makes it my duty 
to charge you in reference to your duties. 

In doing sol desire to call your atten- 
tion to the oath you have all just taken, 
remembering that you will not permit 
yourselves to be used to gratify the malice, 
hatred or ill will of anyone. 

On the subject of indictment, it often be- 
comes important to determine what amount 
of evidence will warrant a finding. 

The law requires youto receive all th 
evidence presented which may throw light 
upon the matter, whether it tend to estab- 
lish the innocence or guilt of the accused. 
And if, in the course of your investigation, 
you have reason to believe there is other 
evidence not presented to you within your 
reach which would qualify or explain 
away the charge, it would be your duty to 
obtain sueh evidence. It is not enough 
that the evidence furnishes a probability 
of the guilt of the accused, but before find- 
ing an indictment the evidence should be 
sufiicient, unexplained and uncontradicted, 
to warrant a conviction by a petit jury. 

If any one of your number knows or has 

reason to believe that a public offense has 
been committed within the county, itis his 
duty to declare the same to his fellow ju-, 
rors, and an investigation follows as in 
other cases, 
It is your duty also to inquire into the 
condition and management of the County 
Jail. Ascertainif there are any confined 
there who have -not been indicted or 
who have not been informed against by the 
District Attorney within thirty days from 
the date of their being held to answer. for 
the offense. 

It is your duty also'to inquire into any 
willful and corrupt miscondyct in public 
officers, of any description, within the 
county. 

You are entitled to free access to the pub- 
lic prisons and the public records of the 
county. 

_You_havearight to ask the advice of 


The District Attorney has the right to ap- 
pear before you whenever you deem his 
presence necessdry in any matter under 
consideration. But no persons except the 
Witnesses and the* District Attorney has a 
right to be present during your sessions, 
noteven the witnesses, except under exam- 
ination. 

-Itis your duty to keep secret all your 
acts and deliberations, and I desire espe- 
cially to impress this fact upon you all. 

It sometimes happens that the public is 
as conversant with the transactions of a 
grand jury as with the doings of a court, 
and Knows what transpires from day to 
day. This is wrong, contrary to law, and 
should be carefully avoided. You must 
remember you are a secret inquisition, and 
your oath solemnly requires that you di- 
vulge nothing except through the proper 
channels, by way of report or indictment. 

It requires at least twelve of your number 
present and voting, to find an indictment. 

It is your duty, also, to make a careful 
and complete examination of the books, 
records and accounts of all the officers of 
the county, and especially those pertaining 
to the revenue, and make a report thereon 
to the court. And to this end you have the 
right to employ an expert. This is the most 
important duty you will have to discharge. 
For, as our laws are at present adminis- 


tigating infractions of the criminal code, 
since the District Attorney now presents 
these by informations from time to time, 
as the committing magistrates hold thé of- 
fenders to answer upon the offense 
charged. 
Ineed hardly suggest to you that it is 
Sang duty to be very thorough in examin- 
ng the accounts of our public officers. The } 
county is a very large one, andthe revenues 
that are handled correspondingly large, 
running =P into millions of dollars an- 
nuaily, and while we believe that our county 
officials are honest, yet a thorough, intelli- 
gent and non-partisan examination of ail 
their accounts once a year by a grand jury 
of the county under our laws is very potent 
in discouraging all peculation in office, even 
if parties were so inclined.
